Summary of Findings: 

The Graves Registration Report Form for Plot 8 Row E Grave 6 at the Adanac Military 
Cemetery lists an UNKNOWN C.E.F. soldier with the initials “B. J. M.” 

There are seven (7) Canadian soldiers with those initials in the CWGC database. Five 
(5) of those listed have known grave sites. Of the two (2) with unknown grave sites, one 
(1) is on the Menin Gate Memorial (Belgium) and one (1) is on the Vimy Memorial 
(France). The location and date match the records of Private Basil John Myers. 
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Details of Findings: 

The “Circumstance of Casualty” as shown in Attachment #1 for Private Basil John 
Myers ( initials “B. J. M.’) indicates that he was killed in action while advancing from 
Regina Trench to Desire Trench on November 18, 1916. It is reported that he was 
initially buried “between part {sic) of Regina Trench, about % mile of Courcelette 57d 
R17 c4.5”, as depicted in Attachment #2. The area where Private Myers was initially 
buried is very close to the Adanac Military Cemetery at 57D R18 a3.4. Adanac cemetery 
is an amalgamation of battlefield graves principally from the actions that occurred during 
the summer of 1 91 6. In addition, this cemetery also received bodies immediately 
following the conclusion of the First World War. 

The records of the Commonwealth War Graves Commission, as presented in 
Attachment #3, report that there were seven (7) members of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force with B.M.J. initials in their database. Two (2) of those were on 
memorials and the other five (5) in known cemeteries. Of the two on the memorials, one 
was on Menin Gate and the other on the Vimy Memorial. For interests of this case, we 
can exclude the known burials and the Menin gate commemoration. 

That remaining soldier, with the initials “B. J. M.”, was Private Basil John Myers. 



Action Required: 

We were not able to locate the “Concentration of Graves - Burial Report ” that 
corresponds to this grave site, although we believe that we have all of those that are 
available. If the document does exist, we would appreciate having the opportunity to 
view that document (or the Exhumation Report) to confirm that the entry stated that the 
initials of the deceased soldier were “B. J. M.”. 

If the contents of the COC-BR does not refute the initials as shown on the GRRF 
document then one can conclude that the soldier in Plot 8 Row E Grave 6 at the Adanac 
Military Cemetery is none other than Private Basil John Myers #145540 of the 38 th 
Infantry Battalion.
